OUTSTANDING RACE MARES, by Neil Newman 


Beldame, Artful, Regret, Busher 
Rated as Best of the Century 


A short while ago I hazarded the opin- 
ion I had observed but five colts racing 
during the present century that might be 
termed. to use Hollywood phrase. 
“super-colossal.” |Mr. Newman __ listed 
sysonby. Colin. Man o° War. Count Fleet, 
and Citation. His article was in THE 
Bioop-Horse of October 30. page 245. 
—Ep. | 

Having heard no violent repercussions 
from the writers in the racing press. I am 
emboldened to stick my neck out a_ bit 
farther and set down my impressions con- 
cerning the “super-colossal” fillies I have 
observed in action since 1900. 

They number but four. Again taking 
them in chronological order they were. 
with their racing records as follows:

Beldame (1901) 6 1 $102,578 
Artful (1902) 8 6 2 0 $ 81,125 
Regret (1912) 1] 9 1 0 $ 35,093 
Busher (1942) a 6S 3 1 $334,035 


BELDAME. Bred by August Belmont 
at the Nursery Stud, Beldame was a chest- 
nut daughter of Octagon—*Bella-Donna. 
adaughter of the Derby winner and seven- 
time leading sire in England, Hermit. Her 
bloodlines were faultless. 

Beldame was possibly the second-best 
filly of her year, inferior only to the Fu- 
turity winner Hamburg Belle. Bob Wal- 
den’s Contentious defeated her in her de- 
but. the Clover Stakes. after which she 
won the Vernal. 

She was down the course in a purse race 
at Saratoga won by Hamburg Belle. At 
the time she was suffering from an illness 
which Mr. Belmont diagnosed as_ skin 
disease. Her trainer. John J. Hyland. 
dissented, stating she was suffering from 
hives. Both Belmont and Hyland had 
choleric temperaments. and when Belmont 
insisted on declaring Beldame from the 
Futurity. Hyland advised Mr. Belmont to 
get another trainer. as he would resign at 
the end of the racing season at Belmont 
Park. 

Beldame beat Pat MeCarren’s Ocean 
Tide a nose in the Great Filly Stakes. and 
to his dying day “Long Pat” vehemently 
declared he was “robbed.” Armenia and 
For Luck finished in front of Beldame in 
the Matron Stakes. and she was fourth to 
Race King, Grenade. and Divination. all

After this race Mr. Belmont leased Bel- 
dame to Newton Bennington. She was 
turned over to Fred Burlew to train and 
won her only start that year, a purse at 
Aqueduct, in the Bennington silks. 

Beldame ran in Bennington’s colors at 
three, and compiled a record no filly or 
mare has equaled since, at that age. At 
three she started in 14 races, won 12, was 
second in 1, and third in the other. 

Beldame was seen in action early in 
1904, on the opening day at Aqueduct, 
when she defeated a field of 3-year-olds 
and upward in the Carter Handicap at 
six furlongs. Carrying 103 pounds, she 
led from flagfall to finish. Peter Paul was 
second, beaten two lengths. Fifteen others 
were back of them. 

She was beaten in her next start. at Bel- 
mont Park, in the Metropolitan Handicap 
by Irish Lad (123) and Toboggan (103). 
Beldame carried 98 pounds. She was 
ridden by Alfie Brennan, Bill Brennan’s 
little brother. Frank O'Neil could not do 
the weight and young Brennan was too 
weak to do her justice. Highball and 
Stalwart were back of her; 17 ran. 


Her other defeat was in the Test Handi- 
cap at Brighton Beach. when carrying 
115, she went under by a length to Hermis 
(133). The latter was all out, driving to 
the limit. Beldame was pocketed by Dick 
Bernard for nearly six furlongs. This 
cost her the race. 


Beldame was unbeaten thereafter. win- 
ning six races in succession. Among them 
were the Saratoga Cup (1%4 miles, scale 
weights, beating Africander, The Picket. 
Caughnawaga, and Major Daingerfield). 
the first Special (114 miles, scale weights. 
beating Caughnawaga, Stalwart. Ort 
Wells. and Pulsus), and the Second Spe- 
cial (114 miles. conceding five pounds to 
Broomstick, McChesney. and Africander). 

Bennington’s lease expired. Bel- 
dame ran in the Belmont silks at four. The 
canny A. J. Joyner, who took over the Bel- 
mont horses that year, declined to train 
Beldame. stating he could not improve 
over Burlew, and if Beldame did badly at 
four, he would be blamed. 

Joyner was correct. Beldame did not 
do so well at four. In seven starts she 
won but two races, but they were the 
Standard Stakes and the Suburban Handi- 
cap, in which she defeated Proper, First 
Mason, Delhi, and others. Imp was the 
only mare which had won the Suburban 
prior to that time. 


ARTFUL. She was a brown mare by 
Hamburg—Martha 2nd, by *Dandy Din- 
mont. Her dam raced with some success 
in the colors of Tommy Griffin, who sold 
her to W. C. Whitney. Mr. Whitney bred

He won stakes in two seasons, raced against 

the best of his day. He won the Spalding Lowe Jenkins Stakes, 

the Ben Ali, Clark Handicaps, he finished second in the Metropol- 

itan Handicap (to Devil Diver, 1:354s), third to his stablemate, Al- 

etern, in the Suburban Handicap (in 2:01), and third in the Dixie 
and Widener Handicaps.

For Whose Best Interests?; 
Comeback and the Per Capita 


New York 

In a letter to the New York State Rac- 
ing Commission, Philip Godfrey. an 
owner who has been buying and racing 
horses for some years. largely in New 
York. is advocating racing in metropolitan 
New York during the Saratoga season. 

The idea has no friend in this corner. 
but the matter isn’t going to be debated 
here. There is a sentence in Mr. God- 
frey’s letter, put in without accent or any 
particular attention, which contains what 
seems to me a fallacy of thought about 
which racing authorities ought to concern 
themselves. 

In requesting a public hearing on the 
subject. Mr. Godfrey writes that it should 
be “for the purpose of receiving evidence 
on the question of whether it would be to 
the best interests of this State to hold a 
race meet in New York City during Au- 
gust, 1949,” 

This has gone on so long, and has been 
taken for granted so thoroughly, that I 
doubt if one reader in ten will wonder 
about that sentence. But, curse it all. 
racing isn’t conducted for “the best inter- 
ests of this State.” or any state. 

Either we're all wrong, or it’s a sport 
conducted for the best interests of racing 
and the people who support it. The first 
consideration of any Turf project is 
whether it’s to the interest of racing. The 
state’s interest isn’t paramount, and _ this 
ought to be said a good deal louder than I 
can say it. 

The heads of other sports do not sit 
down and figure out how they may yield 
the maximum tax returns, and racing 
oughtn’t to. either. But the idea that rac- 
ing is a privilege which must be paid for 
has been allowed too long to go unchal- 
lenged, until even racing people are com- 
ing to take it for granted. 

Nobody disputes the state’s right to tax 
racing, according to its ability to pay. But 
the state’s right to run racing, to force it 
lo pay the greatest amount of tax, is some- 
thing else again. If you consider it as 
sport, it is the property of its followers. 
If you consider it simply as business, its 
independence is still more unassailable. 
Nobody tells a business man, “If you run 
your business such a way you will pay 
more tax. So get to work and run it that 
way!” 

People mutter darkly and remind you 
of the betting angle. Well, the position 
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here is that either it’s all right, and we 
don’t have to lick anybody’s hand for the 
privilege, or else it’s all wrong and we 
oughtn’t to do it. But the reluctance of 
racing authorities to assert this point of 
view has resulted gradually in the -gen- 
eral public assumption that legislatures 
are permitting an evil for a consideration 
in tax money. and that it is somewhat like 
licensed prostitution. 

The remarkable success of the night 
trotting meetings has led to considerable 
speculation about night racing. It is ad- 
mitted that it will cheapen racing. But 
people I have talked to have taken a some- 
what fatalistic position: night racing will 
produce more revenue, and therefore state 
authorities will force racing associations 
into night racing. This department always 
feels slightly silly arguing on a high moral 
plane. but the fact remains that the state. 
while it has every right to supervise racing 
in the interest of the racing public, has 
no right whatever to use it as a threshing 
machine. 


HEY? At the recent T. R. A. dinner 
Ashley T. Cole, chairman of the New York 
commission, remarked that careful investi-

gation had indicated that racing in New 
Jersey had no perceptible effect on at- 
tendance at the New York tracks. 

Now, I like the New York racing com- 
mission, to a man, but | think it ought to 
give up making surveys. It made a sur- 
vey and found that people were seven to 
one against the daily double, and then it 
made another survey and found they were 
nine to one for it. 

When I ride a train to Monmouth Park, . 
for instance. and find some 800 people on 
it leaving the Pennsylvania station, I can 
hardly believe that. had Monmouth been 
closed. all of those people would have 
spent the day in fasting and prayer. 

However. it is quite easy to agree that 
racing in New Jersey is not “hurting” 
New York. In 1945 the daily average at- 
tendance in New York was nearly 30,000. 
This year it was about 22.000. The miss- 
ing 8.000 citizens did not go to Monmouth 
Park every day. They were lost quite 
otherwise. The area is populous enough 
to support two race tracks at the same 
time. and the problem in New York is not 
how to fight Jersey, but how to make rac- 
ing attractive enough to bring out the po- 
tential supporters who prefer to think of 
themselves as men instead of sardines. 


HEADS. One of the most interesting 
figures among the many which can be 
drawn from the totalisator is that on per 
capita betting. It used to be that in New 
York it was around $100, this being the 
highest in the nation. But since the TRA 
adopted its Code of Standards. which 
ruled out “comeback” money, the figure in 
New York has gone down, and the figure 
in some of the other eastern tracks went 
up. 

Do you suppose some of the track heads 
didn’t read that provision? Or did they 
figure that it was merely meant for pub- 
lication? 


WM. WOODWARD HONORED 


William Woodward. chairman of The 
Jockey Club, has been elected to honorary 
membership in the Comites des Societes de 
Courses de la Societe d’Encouragement. 
the French equivalent to the jockey clubs 
of the U. S. and England. 

He is the second American to be ac- 
corded the honor. The other was the late 
Perry Belmont. Other foreign members 
are the King of England, the Duke of 
Windsor, Lord Derby, and Lord Rosebery.

Mr. Kendrick Wins a Battle, 
The Blacksmiths Lose a Bonus 


With considerably less fanfare than ac- 
companies the presentation of a trophy at 
resplendent River Downs, where celeb- 
rities like Slapsie Maxie Rosenbloom have 
taken more credit than the horse, the 
blacksmiths’ bonus has been counted out. 

If you have forgotten, this was the cus- 
tom by which the knights of the anvil 
collected a gratuity when a horse shod by 
them hit the jackpot. The bonus, or if 
you prefer still another euphemism, the 
service charge, varied from about $10 to 
$25 per winner per month, according to 
the sort of company the animal beat. On 
this basis your tailor could claim a cash 
assist every time you zipped your zipper. 

But horsemen figured it was easier to 
pay than to run their horses barefoot, or 
not at all, so the practice was unchal- 
lenged until a man named Wayne Ken- 
drick got crossways with the International 
Union of Journeymen Horseshoers of the 
United States and Canada. That is an 
impressive title for one man to tangle 
with, but Mr. Kendrick waded in and 
didn’t stop punching until he had his way. 

During the melee he attracted the no- 
tice of the Department of Justice, and 
pretty soon the whistle was blown on the 
smithies. Just what paragraph of the 
Taft-Hartley Act the G-boys pulled out 
of their hip pockets I don’t know, but it 
was enough to send the platers to the 
showers. 

The D. of J. therefore is entitled to part 
of the credit, but I am awarding 99 44/100 
per cent of it to Mr. Kendrick, who seems 
to be a strangely unsung hero. How much 
the bonus discontinuation means in dol- 
lars to horsemen throughout the United 
States is not readily measurable, but I 
will take the payout for the first nine 
months of this year and not bother any- 
body about a job for the next 18 months. 

Mr. Kendrick is the head man of Wayne 
Kendrick and Company, certified public 
accountants, of Washington, D. C. He 
races horses for the sport of it, just like 
countless other owners, and flies his colors 
mostly at the small tracks in Maryland 
and West Virginia. 

Prior to the discontinuance of the bonus 
late in September, he had had a running 
scrap with the blacksmiths for several 
months. Like other owners he had paid 
the surcharge for a long time, but he 
never developed a taste for it. 

He was hot and cold about it. Once. 
during a hot spell, he ran one of his horses 
with two shoes missing, rather than make 
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peace with the platers. Then he tried a 
non-union plater, but the regulars ran him 
off. He got the anti-trust division of the 
D. of J. interested in the matter, and for 
a while he received a lot of prompt serv- 
ice from the union blacksmiths. 

Sometimes, to keep harmony, a_ race 
track would pay the bonus for him, telling 
the platers that it was being charged to 
his account. 

On one occasion, when the smiths felt 
the breath of the Messrs. Taft and Hart- 
ley on their rears, six of his horses needed 
shoeing. Next morning six union black- 
smiths showed up at his barn and shod 
a horse apiece, just to keep in right.

J. A. Estes, editor of THE BLoop-Horsg, 
is resting uncomfortably at the St. Joseph 
hospital, at Lexington.

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But this was a false truce. Mr. Kend. 
rick had trouble keeping trainers, be. 
cause trainers had not their employer's 
relish for sparring with a giant. So he 
and one of his associates, Mrs. Virginia 
McKenney, did the best they could, with 
a groom as the nominal trainer. He man. 
aged to keep his horses running, and final. 
ly the Government men ransomed him and 
the other owners. 

All I know about Mr. Kendrick is what 
[ have learned from him and his lawyer 
through letters and telephone conversa- 
tions, but I have gathered that he believes 
in the honored doctrine of live and let 
live. At any rate, he professes to harbor 
no ill feeling against the blacksmiths, and 
reports that they seem to bear no grudge 
against him. Indeed, he speaks of John 
T. Keefer, secretary-treasurer of the union, 
in complimentary terms. “He’s a_ nice 
guy.” 

Though by occupation he is a man of 
accounts, Mr. Kendrick says he doesn’t 
know how much he has paid out in 
bonuses, when he did pay them. But he 
admits it must have been several hundred 
dollars. 

“I figure.” he says. “that maybe a half 
a million dollars has been knocked out of 
the blacksmiths’ pockets. Most of them 
took the bonus, but probably thought it 
wasn’t coming to them. No, they didn't 
have much income tax trouble. They 
treated the money as a gift. But they 
might have trouble doing that in the 
future.” 

Mr. Kendrick is impressively modest 
about his role in bringing down the bonus. 
“It was just a matter of principle,” he ex- 
plains. “If I’m right, P’ll fight anything.” 


Hirsch Jacobs, who developed Stymie 
from a $1,500 plater into the world’s lead- 
ing money winner, has another likely pros- 
pect in the home-bred Palestinian.

The Miami Area 
Has Its Problems 


MIAMI 

Things are somewhat on the turbulent 
side here. What with a proposal of off- 
course betting as a means to increase the 
State revenue, the sharp decline in bet- 
ting. the high cost of feed drawing the 
ire of horsemen, and a “rhubarb” involv- 
ing two old-time buddies. Jimmy Clifford 
and Jimmy Donn at Gulfstream Park. no- 
body can say that the young season has 
not produced a lot of newspaper talk. 

Gov.-elect. Fuller Warren consid- 
ered legalizing horse parlors downtown 
after he had felt the impact of dwindling 
returns from the mutuel machines at Trop- 
ical Park. But Perry E. Murray, of Frost- 
proof, speaker-designate for the 1949 leg- 
islature. admitted he had dropped the 
plan because it would prove a boon to the 
racketeers. 

This is what he said: “It was my idea 
that the horse tracks operate them. I cer- 
tainly didn’t intend to suggest licensing a 
bunch of bookie racketeers to run them.” 

He had intended to submit the proposal 
to Warren at a conference, but it was can- 
celed because of the governor’s illness. 

All three heads of the horse courses in 
Miami are distinctly opposed to off-track 
betting. as it has been in New York. where 
Senator James Crawford has unsuccess- 
fully tried to put through a bill to legal- 
ize it for the past several years. 

Henry L. Straus, president of Tropical 
Park; Sam H. McCormick. acting in be- 
half of John C. Clark, head of Hialeah 
Park; and James Donn, boss at Gulf- 
stream Park, readily raised a crescendo 
of horrified screams over such a destruc- 
tive measure. 

In a nutshell, they agreed, and justly so, 
that legalization of horse parlors down- 
town would drain more and more “grocery 
money” out of the pockets of working 
people, and that such places would ulti- 


mately sound the death knell of racing in 
Florida. 


RECESSION. Betting is off in alarm- 
ing proportions, but the decline is not en- 
tirely unexpected. Tropical has been com- 
pelled to lop off many employes, in keep- 
ing with the downward trend of business, 
and while the betting continues to skid, 
there is a feeling that a general pickup 
will become evident after the holidays. 

Tropical shows attendance of 63.543 
and betting of $3.568.265, whereas last 
year, when Gulfstream Park opened the 
season, the attendance was 86,499 and the

betting $5,514,384 for the same 11 days. 
Only the Biscayne dog drag is close to 
its wagering and attendance of last year. 


CO-OPERATIVE. What with the ter- 
rific cost of living, and smaller purses, and 
the higher cost for feed, horsemen had to 
do something to keep reasonably beyond 
the danger zone of bankruptcy. 

So, through the HBPA they have formed 
the Horsemen’s Co-operative Feed Pool, a 
cash-and-carry system, to which they have 
subscribed $25,000 for advance payment 
for feed from the J. P. Irwin Feed Com- 


pany. an outlet in southern Florida. They 
had complained about paying $5.50 for a 
bag of oats; $70 to $84 for a ton of hay, 
and from $56 to $65 for a ton of straw. 

Under the arrangement with the Irwin 
company, horsemen may purchase oats 
from $4.40 to $4.90 a bag; hay from $60 
to $70, and straw from $38 to $46, quite a 
difference. 


HARSH WORDS. Also in the spotlight ” 
here is the suit to oust Donn as president 
of Gulfstream Park on grounds of mis- 
management and _ misappropriation of 
funds. The suit was filed by Jimmy Clif- 
ford, a stockholder and former assistant 
general manager and director of racing 
before being fired by Donn last spring. 
The bill of complaint includes an allega- 
tion that Donn permits bookies to operate 
at the track. Clifford also asks for an 
accounting on behalf of himself and other 
“minority” stockholders. 


JERSEY STALLION STAKES 


Nominations of stallions for the New 
Jersey Stallion Stakes of 1949 close Jan- 
uary 31. The race will be for 2-year-olds 
(foals of 1947). Nominations of the pro- 
geny of stallions named for the race will 
close at a date to be announced later. The 
race will be held at Garden State Park. 


Conditions prescribe that stallions must 
have been at stud in New Jersey during 
the season of 1946. Fee for nominating a 
stallion is $50. Nomination fee for foals 
will be $25. 


Winner of the first running of the stakes, 
held last summer, was the Shamrock Sta- - 
ble’s Big Nose (Valdina Orphan—High- 
dine. by High Time), bred by the Helis 
Stock Farm. 


Citation’s Osselet

Citation by Five at Tanforan; 
Loriot Wins at Tropical Park 


On hand for Tanforan’s seventh race 
last Saturday were 24.809 spectators. at 
a quick check, and seven horses. Con- 
spicuously present was Calumet Farm’s 
Citation. the 3-year-old colt which was 
topweight. by the scale. in the San Fran- 
cisco track’s richest race. Conspicuously 
absent were *Shannon 2nd and On Trust. 
the horses which had been considered 
most likely to take Bull Lea’s son by the 
horns. 

In the absence of these formidables, the 
burden of defeating the champion was on 
Stepfather and See-Tee-See. They tried. 
but like others before them, they failed. 

At the start of the mile and a quarter. 
C. S. Howard’s Tropical Sea was the 
quickest to leave. but his margin over 
Citation was a short one, and it was short- 
lived. By the time the field passed the 
stand for the first time the Calumet rep- 
resentative was in front. 

On the back side, See-Tee-See made a 
run at him. He got within half a length. 
found out that overhauling Citation was 
like trying to run up Stone Mountain. 
Then Stepfather tried it. For him the track 
became a treadmill. 

Into the stretch the field turned. As 
Citation drew farther away from the pur- 
suit. Eddie Arcaro let him have one with 
the whip. It was an unnecessary fillip. 
Citation won easily by five lengths over 
an off track in 2:02+5. a new track record. 
Burning Dream. as a 5-year-old, had set 
the former mark—2:0375 under 112 
pounds. Citation’s fractional time— :24, 
:48, 1:13. 1:3735. 2:0244. 

Citation, at 123. gave pounds to every- 
thing else in the race, actually and by the 
scale. The 4-year-old Stepfather, which 
finished second, carried 110, against the 
scale of 126 for 4-year-olds and upward. 
Seale for Citation was 120. The 5-year-old 
See-Tee-See. which finished third, carried 
117. 


The crowd, it was evident, was pleased 


with the outcome. It was the largest turn- ° 


out in the history of the northern Cali- 
fornia course. and was recorded in the 
face of gloomy weather. 

Horsemen also were pleased with Cita- 
tion’s race, though some of them were rue- 
ful that *Shannon 2nd and On Trust had 
not tried the invader. The Australian 
horse had been withdrawn when Neil S. 
McCarthy, his owner, felt that the weights 
were “unfair” to his horse. 
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*Shannon 2nd, a 7-year-old. would have 
carried 127 pounds. a pound over scale. 
to Citation’s three pounds over. Subse- 
quently *Shannon 2nd was sold to a syn- 
dicate of breeders for a reported $300,000. 

On Trust was taken out of the race for 
much the same reason. His owner, Earl 
Stice, was quoted as saying that his horse 
was handicapped at two pounds more than 
he should have been. At 124, On Trust 
would have carried two under scale. Cita- 
tion would have been giving him five 
pounds by scale. Both horses were trained 
by Willie Molter, who thus was deprived 
of a chance to throw a one-two punch at 
the champ. 

Eddie Arcaro professed dissatisfaction 
with Citation’s race. “I was frankly dis- 
appointed,” he told reporters. “He should 
have breezed, I thought, but he didn’t ap- 
pear to like the cuppy track. I sensed 
this immediately. That is why I had to 
take him out on the pace. He’s normally

a more cheerful running horse, but today 
I had to force him to do everything.” 

Trainer H. A. (Jimmy) Jones saddled 
Citation for the race. Calumet’s plans for 
future races on the West Coast have not 
been announced, but presumably Warren 
Wright will start the colt in the Santa 
Anita Maturity and perhaps the Santa 
Anita Handicap. Victory in either of 
these $100,000 stakes would place Cita 
tion well in front of Stymie. now. the 
world’s leading money winner with ear. 
ings of $911,335. The $31.800 earned by 
Citation in the Tanforan Handicap 
brought his earnings for the year to $709. 
470, his total earnings to $865,150. 

Citation can, of course, go past Stymie 
before the Maturity or the Handicap are 
run. Victory in one or two prep races 
and in one of Santa Anita’s $50,000 stakes 
would do the job. 

It was a big day at Tanforan. and the 
management congratulated itself — that 
Citation had raced at the track. The 
handicap produced a minus pool of $10, 
464.64, mainly because of heavy betting 
on Citation to show. He paid $2.10 across 
the board. In his earlier start at Tanforan 
he also had caused a minus pool.

Without making a special effort in that 
direction, the Santa Anita Park manage- 
ment has placed its $100.000-guaranteed- 
to-the-winner handicap on an international 
basis. 

Four of the eleven runnings of the race 
have been won by foreign-breds—two from 
Argentina. one from Chile. one from Eng- 
land, though only one of the four was 
owned by other than an American. The 
1947 running went to the Chilean-bred 
*Olhaverry. the 1948 renewal to the Ar- 
gentine-bred *Talon. 

A sizeable entry of foreign-breds has 
been made for the 1949 renewal. Of the 
91 nominees. 24 are imported. They are 
from South America. Ireland. England. 
and Italy. *Shannon 2nd was to have 
represented Australia, but he has been 
withdrawn. 

But the rich purse will not go by de- 
fault to any of the invaders. Headed by 
Calumet Farm’s Citation. American own- 
ers have mustered a lineup that includes 
On Trust and Honeymoon. of the Cali- 
fornia-breds. Quarter Pole. Dinner Gong. 
Cosmic Bomb. Free America. and others. 
The 91 nominees include 59 stakes win- 
ners, 31 of which have won a total of 82 
stakes this year. 

Because of the absence of current rac- 
ing activity for many of the foreign-breds. 
Handicapper Webb Everett will have to 
dig deeply into their form in order to ap- 
praise them properly. Judging by past 
handicaps. Citation will be the topweight. 
at around 130 pounds. 

Four owners each have nominated four 
entries. They are Alfred G. Vanderbilt. 
Charles S. Howard. Mrs. Ada L. Rice. 
and E. O. Stice and Sons. Eight of the 
candidates are 3-year-olds (as of 1949). 
and there are eight fillies and mares. in- 
cluding the very capable *Miss Grillo. 

Largest number of nominations ever re- 
ceived for the race was in 1946, when 134 
were listed. Smallest number was 62. 
made in 1945. Largest starting field was 
23. in 1946; the smallest was 13. in 1945.

Located in a heavily populated metro- 
politan community including Cincinnati 
and its satellites on the northern bank of 
the river, and Covington, Newport. and 
half a dozen other smaller towns on the 
Kentucky side. the River Downs course 
has been viewed as a potentially attrac- 
tive property. But in its 23 years of ex- 
istence (it was known as Coney Island 
when it opened in 1925) it has been -sup- 
ported half-heartedly, at best. by the 
horse-playing element of Greater Cincin- 
nati, which once turned out handsomely 
for the racing at the old Latonia track, at 
Covington. 

Principal reason for the failure of River 
Downs to do better at the gate and at the 
mutuel machines was the caliber of rac- 
ing offered there. It was simply another 
phase of the whole story in Ohio. The 
track operators have been content to see 
cheap horses run for low purses. And 


for the track owners, the show hasn’t been 
unprofitable. 

In the last month or so two groups have 
entered the bidding for River Downs. One

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of them represents the local Ohio Valley 
Thoroughbred Club, an organization pat- 
terned after the Thoroughbred Club of 
America. at Lexington. It has a small 
membership—about 50 breeders and own- 
ers—and it will pay $400.000 for the track 
property, according to M. Froome Bar- 
bour. a Cincinnati attorney who races a 
few horses. Mr. Barbour is representing 
the club in its negotiations with the Strong 
estate. 

The other interested group is a harness 
racing association now in the process of 
formation. It is represented by Attorney 
Ralph A. Tooper. who reportedly is seek- 
ing to buy the track or lease it. No price 
has been mentioned publicly during the 
course of Mr. Tooper’s dealings with Sam- 
uel A. Haas. of Cleveland. executor of the 
Strong estate. 

Mr. Tooper says his principals will ap- 
ply for admittance to the Grand Circuit, 
replacing Milwaukee. which has dropped 
out of the major harness wheel. 

He has identified his clients as includ- 
ing Robert S. Johnston. of New York. as- 
sociated with Roosevelt Raceway on Long 
Island. and Maywood Park. at Chicago: 
Sam Weitrich. Maywood manager: C. M. 
Saunders. of Toledo. Ohio. industrialist 
and owner of harness horses: Ben Wood. 
Hopkinsville. Ky.. interested in Thorough- 
breds and Standardbreds: Joseph Neville. 
associated with harness racing as owner 
of a stable and as a stockholder in the 


G. R. Watkins CAT BRIDGE had won two other races this year prior to the 


harness track at Delaware. Ohio: and 
Earl Coburn, Lebanon, Ohio. 

The Cincinnati Thoroughbred club is 
headed by Marvin Gaines, breeder, of Wal- 
ton. Ky. president: W. J. Williams. vice 
president; and A. E. Heekin, Jr.. secre- 
tary-treasurer. They have expressed their 
desire to obtain the services of W. T. 
Bishop as general manager. Mr. Bishop 
is general manager at Keeneland. 

The River Downs track would be oper- 
ated by them on a non-profit basis. they 
say. It would be bought through the sale 
of bonds. as Keeneland was financed. and 
ihe profits presumably would be devoted 
to charity. research. or similar activities. 

Tentative plans call for two short run- 
ning meetings a year. An early summer 
meeting would be held following the close 
of Churchill Downs. and a fall meeting 
would be held before Keeneland opened. 
The group hopes to revive some of the 
stakes which had been raced at Latonia. 
They hope to offer an $1.800 minimum 
purse. Lf the Thoroughbred group is sue- 
cessful in obtaining the track. and_fol- 
lows its tentative date schedule. the old 
Three-L circuit (Louisville-Lexington-La- 
tonia) would be back in mid-west racing. 

Prior to the appearance of the harness 
horse group. Mr. Barbour was hopeful 
that the Thoroughbred club's proposal 


would be accepted “after a little bargain- 
ing.” He had expected a decision by 
December 15.

And Now There Are Four 


Gov. Kim Sigler. who was defeated for 
re-election as governor of Michigan. will 
give his successor a free hand—and_ 
sibly a whopping headache—in dealing 
with the horse racing situation the 
State. 

Governor Sigler. who leaves office De- 
cember 31, has instructed the State Agri- 
culture Commission not to consider any 
lease on the State Fair Grounds at Detroit 
until after January 1. Lewis L. .Bredin. 
the present racing commissioner, also has 
been asked to take no action until after 
the first of the year. 

When it does consider the matter of 
leasing the property for racing, the agri- 
cultural commission—and_ Goy.-elect  G. 
Mennen Williams. if he is interested—will 
have at least four contending parties to 
deal with: 


i. The Detroit Racing Association, which 
since 1933 has operated the fair 
grounds under lease. In recent months 
this group has been under heavy fire 
from Commissioner Bredin for alleged 
irregularities. It would like to lease 
the track again. 

2. The Michigan Racing Association. 
which has applied for a lease on the 
fair grounds track and would operate 
it until it could build its own track. 
It would issue total stock of $4.759.000. 
which reportedly is already subseribed. 
Its officers include E. E. Dale Shaffer 
and Henry H. Knight. of Kentucky. 
and W. T. Markey and George Hag- 


gerty. of Detroit. 


3. The Thoroughbred Turf Club. incor- 
porated at $7,000,000. It too would 
like to operate the fair grounds track 
until it could build its own plant. Its 
principals include three Detroiters 
Clarence J. Reese. James Ferry. and 
Morris Garvett—and John C. Clark. of 
Hialeah Park and Saratoga. John M. 
MacDonald, Louis Lazare and Town- 
send B. Martin. of Monmouth Park. 
and other easterners. 

1. And the newest of them all—the Fair 
Grounds Racing Association. Ine. As 
the name implies, it is interested in the 
present fair grounds as a racing site. 
and has not made any statements re- 
garding a new track.

The State Agricultural Commission now 
is receiving bids for the lease, even though 
no action will be taken until after Janu- 
ary 1. December 20 is the deadline for 
filing applications. The agricultural com- 
mission then will interview spokesmen for 
the various groups. The commission has 


announced that the lease will not neces-

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evitable, even though the cost of training 
horses might remain high. 

Under those conditions, they point out, 
a track at Chicago (for example) might 
successfully introduce night racing and 
be abie to offer high purses. This would 
drain horses from other tracks and other 
areas. It would be favorably viewed by 
the tax collectors. The introduction of 
night racing on a _ broader scale then 
would be inevitable. 

It would not follow that all racing 
would be held at night—maybe it would 
be on Wednesday and Saturday nights, 
with daytime programs the rest of the 
week. 

At the recent TRA meeting in New 
York, Turfwriter Jerry McNerney of the 
Louisville Courier-Journal took part in 
some informal discussions with newsmen 
and others about the possibility of racing 
under the electric lights. 

The arguments of those who think that 
it can happen ran like this, as reported 
by McNerney in his column: 

1. Racing revenues have declined. New 
York, for instance, did 43 per cent less 
business in 1948 than in 1945. 

2. A reduction in operating costs will 
be necessary. This will include reduced 
purses. Tropical Park already has elim- 
inated the Double Event, has cut its mini- 
mum purse to $2,000. 


3. But there is a limit to lowering 
purses, if the prices of hay, grain, labor, 
shipping, and so on, remain high. 

4. The tracks’ alternative to paying 
out less money is to take in more money. 
This is where night racing would be 
viewed with favor. It would enable the 
tracks to draw a group of spectators 
which is not free to attend racing in the 
daytime. 

5. Most horsemen won’t like it. A lot 
of baseball people don’t like night games, 
either, but the sport is edging more and 
more toward the arc lights. 


6. Night racing is prohibited in many 
states. But the legislators will take care 
of that technicality in order to maintain 
racing’s tax contributions at a high level. 

Some of the commentators heard by 
McNerney predicted that Kentucky and 
Maryland would be loath to introduce 
night racing. But they couldn’t hold the 
line against the other states. 

One of the speculators surmised that the 
first concession to night racing would come 
in New England. Most of those taking 
part in the discussion were opposed to 
the innovation, but they felt an_ inevi- 
tability about it.

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cluded that “Within five years there may 
be night races for the runners, like har- 
ness racing. dog races. and baseball games 
in the major circuits.” 

The veteran writer was basing his pre- 
diction on what he had heard and ob- 
served in New York last summer, and the 
state of the Tropical Park meeting, which 
opened the Florida season December 1. 

Play at Tropical has slumped severely 
from other years. During the first four 
days the total mutuel play was off more 
than $600.000. Betting on the first Fri- 
day (December 3) was about $250,000, 
lowest since the pleasure driving ban dur- 
ing the war. 


Down-town Betting 


If night racing is viewed in some quar- 
ters as necessary to the continued pros- 
perity of the sport. off-track betting is 
offered in other quarters as a solution to 
the problem of diminishing revenues. 

According to the Associated Press. 
Perry E. Murray. who has been desig- 
nated speaker of the newly elected Flor- 
ida State Legislature, plans to confer with 
Governor-elect Fuller Warren about the 
possibility of opening down-town betting 
offices. They would be operated by the 
tracks. The State would collect its 8 per 
cent cut of the betting. The new admin- 
istration is to assume office on January 4. 

Track officials reacted quickly to the 
off-track betting suggestion. H. L. Straus. 
of Tropical Park, said it would reduce 
horse racing “to the level of a crap game.” 

James Donn. president of Gulfstream 
Park. commented on off-course betting 
and bookmaking. then delivered a speech 
on dates, his favorite topic: “When racing. 
to promote revenue, loses its dignity by 
sponsoring so-called bookie parlors, I per- 
sonally consider it a backward step for 
the Turf. 

“We already have laws. The trouble is 
they are not enforced. Gulfstream Park. 
operating in Broward County, is proud of 
the fact that all bookmakers in the county 
are closed during our meeting, with bene- 
ficial results to mutuel play and attend- 
ance. What Broward County has done. 
Dade County | Miami] can also do. 

“We must awaken to one realization. 
The honeymoon is over, and the matter of 
shrinking income can never be solved un- 
til representatives of the three tracks 
the Greater Miami area meet with officials 
of the State to survey this acute problem. 

“Not only must the State be safe- 
guarded, but also the tracks, and partic- 
ularly those tracks forced to carry the 
burden of off-season racing activities. The 
State could well return the breakage to 
these tracks to enable them to at least 
keep their head above water and show a 
fair return on their investment, something 
impossible under present racing dates. 
The track with the lush dates and the mil- 
lion dollar profits can well afford a reces- 


sion. but the tracks which need help to 
break even must be of much concern to 
the State as the bookmaking problem.” 


Salvo 


The postman who had brought the press 
release with James Donn’s observations 
about the waning honeymoon and _ the 
shrinking intake came back a couple of 
days later with another statement from 
the Gulfstream Park president. 

This number wasn’t mournful, 
“What's all the hollering about?” the pre- 
amble read. “Florida horse racing js 
experiencing no real recession.” 

The decline betting was blamed in 
great part on warm weather in the North: 
“There’s nothing wrong with Florida rac- 
ing that a northern blizzard won't cure.” 
Figures were cited to prove that the de- 
cline in betting at Tropical Park was 
nearer to $400,000 than $600.000. consid- 
ering the time of year. and so on. 

The scope of the Florida season also 
was blamed for the recession. the reverse 
frostbite. or whatever had blighted Trop.- 
ical Park. 

Mr. Donn is campaigning for a racing 
season extending from November to early 
April, instead of early December to mid- 
April, as now obtains. He promises in- 
creased mutuel play—and larger tax re- 
turns—by “eliminating the dull days of 
April when Florida is in serious conflict 
with major tracks of the East.” 

At about the time the postman deliy- 
ered the second press release, in’ which 
Mr. Donn slightly reversed his earlier 
diagnosis of what ails Florida racing. he 
also left a very slick multi-colored bro- 
chure from Gulfstream Park. It was part 
of the track’s efforts to get the middle 
dates of the Florida season, now held by 
Hialeah Park. It was well presented, one 
of the best shots Mr. Donn has fired so 
far.

Koridon started in nine races this year. 
He won six. was second three times. He 
carried off the Grand Criterium d’Ostende 
(about five furlongs). beating 12 rivals. 
two of which were good French horses. 

He also won the Prix des Eleveurs 
(about a mile). But in the Belgian Grand 
Criterium he was beaten by the filly Ora- 
dour. His supporters refused to admit 
that this was a formful race for the colt. 

In order to prove the colt’s class, his 
owner put him in the Grand Criterium at 
Longchamp. Paris. where in spite of the 
fact that he did not have clear sailing in 
the stretch, he finished seventh. It was a 
good race. In this contest he met the 
cream of the French horses. and in the 
opinion of observers at Paris, showed that 
he was a good colt. 

Although it is difficult to guess how a 
2-year-old will turn out as he grows older. 
I do not believe I am taking a chance in 
stating. without reservation, that Koridon 
is a good prospect. 


THE 3-YEAR-OLDS. We had to wait 
until autumn before determining with cer- 
tainty that we had a first-class member in 
this division. In the spring a colt named 
Maryland (Palais Royal—Damruddin) 
earned 505.000 francs (about $11.500). 
and seemed to be the best. 

After having won the Poule d’Essai de 
Poulains and the Grande Poule des 
Produits, he finished third in the Derby 


and second in the Grand Prix de Brux. 
elles. At Ostende he won the Grand Prix. 
Later he seemed to decline. and was 
beaten in the St. Leger by the colt Par. 
nasse, which seems to be more consistent 
and to have more bottom. —Parnasse 
earned 527.500 franes (about $12.000). 

He confirmed my evaluation by easily 
winning the Prix Saint Michel (about two 
miles), in which Maryland could not do 
better than fifth.

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Self-Insurance Plan Suggested 


By Jockeys’ Organization 


(A letter to race tracks from the Jockeys’ Guild, Inc.) 


The Jockeys’ Guild. Inc.. has been in 
operation since May. 1940. With the for- 
mation of the Guild the first major prob- 
lem was casualty insurance coverage for 
jockeys. A committee consisting of Mr. 
Marshall Cassidy. Mr. Ben Lindheimer 
and Mr. Lewis Landes agreed that the best 
coverage available at that time was the 
policy offered by Lloyds of London. At 
the time Lloyds agreed to provide insur- 
ance coverage. other insurance carriers 
declined to bid for this business. appar- 
ently in the belief that the element of risk 
was too great. General of Seattle did 
offer a policy, but the bid was declined. 

Until this year the majority of tracks 
were participating in an insurance pro- 
gram Wherein master policy written 
through Lloyds of London afforded pro- 
tection to the riders. However. during 
the summer of 1948 the Continental Cas- 
ualty Company offered a policy at a_re- 
duced premium and secured the coverage 
at several tracks. 

The circumstances of coverage of jock- 
eys by more than one insurance carrier 
has caused complaints and confusion to 
develop. and the question constantly arises 
as to liability and responsibility. Unneces- 
sary loss of time in payment of medical 
bills and disability now transpires. 

For instance. it has occurred that a 
jockey has sustained a permanent disa- 
bility as a result of a series of falls at 
various tracks which were operating under 
different insurance programs. of 
the carriers would accept liability because 
they could not agree which accident had 
caused the injury. The result was that 
the jockey received no insurance benefit. 
and the Jockeys’ Guild assumed the bur- 
den of the payment of this boy’s expenses. 

We have one case which occurred this 
summer when a boy was thrown on the 
last day of a meeting and sustained in- 
juries. The track was covered by Lloyds. 
The following week the same boy rode at 
another track. covered by Continental, and 
either strained himself while riding or fur- 
ther aggravated the injuries resulting from 
his fall. To date, neither insurance com- 
pany has assumed the responsibility. This 
carries the threat that the situation will 
become more acute. 

Under the Lloyds arrangement as it is 
now administered. the actual handling of 
jockeys’ claims has been borne by repre- 
sentatives of the Jockeys’ Guild, so that 
the expense of the disposition of many of 
these claims has in general been sustained 
by the Guild. Furthermore, the Jockeys’ 
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Guild has paid the sum of $39,192.15 dur- 
ing the past three and one-half years when 
the insurance companies have either de- 
nied liability or have not paid the jockey a 
sufficient amount to cover his actual medi- 
cal expenses. 


SELF INSURANCE. After careful in- 
vestigation and consideration it was 
deemed advisable that the Jockeys’ Guild. 
Inc.. become a self-insuring agency and 
assume all liability for injured jockeys. 
The Insurance Department of the State of 
New York has approved this plan under 
section 466 of the Insurance Law. The 
Guild is now in a financial position to 
handle this insurance program for its own 
members with the support of racing man- 
agement. The proposed plan embodies 
the following features: 


(1) The Jockeys’ Guild will act in the same ca- 
pacity as an insurance company in providing 
protection for injuries sustained by jockeys 
while engaged in their profession. will 
collect’ premiums. investigate cases, and dis- 
burse benefits in a more efficient manner than 
is being practiced by the private companies. 


(2) The plan will afford the following specific 


benefits: 
Death or Dismemberment. $5.000 
Funeral Expenses -..__________. $ 500 


Medical and Hospitalization $3.500 
Weekly Indemnity (maximum 
104 weeks) $ 35 wk. 


(3) No time limitation on filing of claims in con- 
trast to the present requirement under existing 
policies, denying liability where a claim is not 
filed within a certain period. 

(4) Jockeys will be covered whether injuries occur 
on farm or track. Present policies do not  pro- 
vide this benefit. 

(5) Same benefits to aH jockeys irrespective of 
the track on which injury occurs. Present 
policies provide only one-half benefits where 
accident oceurs on tracks paying reduced pre- 
miums. 

(6) Prompt and more 


efficient disposition of 


claims. This can be accomplished because the 
guild representatives will not on'y process a 
claim but will also pay the claim. 

(7) It is proposed that personal contact will be 
maintained with hospitals and doctors selected 
by track management. This will assure bo'h 
jockeys and track management that proper and 
efficient medical attention is being furnishe 

(8 


There will be a substantial reduction in  pre- 
miums to be paid by track owners. Premiuns 
for major tracks to be $75 per day. smaller 
tracks, $50 per day. 


5) The proposed plan suggests that the Thorough- 


bred Racing Association of the United States, 
Inc.. act as a board of trustees and supervise 
the administration of this insurance program. 

(10) The proposed plan to be effective on Janu- 
ary Ist. 1949, for a year trial basis. 

It is to be noted that the present cover- 
age by insurance carriers extends to exer- 
cise boys who are employed by the various 
stables. The insurance law prohibits the 
Guild from covering these employees  be- 
cause they are not members. However. a 
survey has established that 98 per cent of 
the exercise boys are protected by com- 
pensation. whereas the jockeys are not

‘more satisfactory insurance coverage. but 
the result has been the opposite, the Guild 
reports: in cases where an injury appears 
slight at first but becomes progressively 
worse. and a rider has been at two or 
more tracks covered by different com- 
panies, the insurors show a disposition to 
decline responsibility because of the over- 
lapping. The result is that though the 


rider ostensibly is insured, he cannot col- 
lect. 

In order to obtain adequate coverage 
for its members. the Guild has investi- 
gated the possibility of carrying its own 
insurance. It wants to try it for a year. 
It proposes that since the tracks will be 
paying the premiums. the Thoroughbred 
Racing Associations should have a voice 
in administering the funds. As ground- 
work for its program, it has circularized 
the tracks. explaining the problem. out- 
lining the new plan, and asking support. 

John P. Kelly. secretary and general 
manager of the Guild, spoke on behalf of 
the self-insurance at the recent TRA meet- 
ing at New York. 

The letter explaining the insurance plan 
to the tracks is reproduced in THE BLoop- 
Horse so those of its readers who or- 
dinarily have little contact with jockeys 
may be aware of the problems of one of 
the branches of racing.

THE FARM. Windfields farm, a tract 
of 600 rolling acres just a few miles north 
of Toronto, is the new Taylor breeding 
establishment. One of the finest brood- 
mare barns in America, with 19 spacious 
stalls, was completed in January of this 
year and 17 mares. 15 of them in foal, took 
up residence. 

The operation is under the supervision 
of experienced personnel employing mod- 
ern methods of caring for breeding stock. 
There are 100 acres of paddocks that sup- 
ply ample grazing for the mares and 
foals. A few additions have been made to 
the broodmare band from the racing sta- 
ble. bringing the total up to 19. 

A process of weeding out mares not up 
to the required standard is now in effect. 
with the ultimate goal being a group of 
young fashionably bred mares capable of 
producing quality stock. While the mares 
will foal in Canada, the young horses after 
weaning are shipped down to the Ken- 
tucky farm at Lexington until ready to go 
to Aiken for their preliminary training as 
yearlings. It is a programme designed 
to give young stock the advantage of 
longer pasturing seasons, and is one that 
has never been tried before by a Canadian 
breeder on this scale. 

Fourteen weanlings were shipped to 
Kentucky in September and October of 
this fall. There are-now 15 mares in foal 
from 17 that were bred this spring. The 
racing stable has a number of attractively 
bred fillies that will some day be retired 
to the matron ranks. 

Mr. Taylor is now giving serious con- 
sideration to the building of a new stal- 
lion barn. Windfields may be retired to 
stud, Cornish Knight is a prospect, and 
Illuminable, the stakes-winning colt by 
Sun Again, will undoubtedly have an op- 
portunity when finished with racing. 

Either one or both of the high priced 
yearlings—War Admiral—Sari Omar and 
Bull Lea—Our Page—bought at the 1948 
summer sales, could turn out to be top- 
notchers. There is no question but that 
Windfields Farm in the very near future 
will be one of the most modern and com- 
plete units that has ever been in Canada. 


Canadian breeders during the past few 
years have taken a more progressive atti- 
tude towards the improvement of their 
bloodstock. E. P. Taylor will undoubt- 
edly be an important factor in helping 
Canada take a prominent place in the 
breeding world.
